A Gove Boughe by Telephone 


Afr. Alellon knew the picture—knew that 
was one of the grewtest of Gova's works any- 
where in the world—a laree full-length por- 
trait in delicate whites: and pinks, It shows 
the black-eyed Marquesa, wasp-waisted, lie- 
decked with frills ane ribbons, carrying a large 
carnation as she strolls In the park with her 
little pug dog (Mate AAV"). 

Within an hour Mr. Mellon telephoned back 
to Madrid, and the purchase wos made—al o 
price running well into:six figures’ 

Thue was noteworthy service performed 
hy the transatlantic circuit between Washing- 
ton aod the capital of Spain, 

The transaction—one of many during the 
forming of the Mellon Collection—wus fortu- 
nate for all of ws because the immortal Goya 
will nw hanw in the National Gallery in W ash- 
ington, Do, | 

On March 24, 2937, Congress. paset! a law 
which launched Uncle Sam upon a new and 
solonctid venture. We accepted the gift of a 
monumental buildinu for the Nutiimal Gallery 
of Art ond o collection of olt] niasters ond 
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sculpture such as hee rarely been wssembled 
by oa private mdivndual, 

ln thonkine A’r. Mellen for his muonificent 
gifi to the Nation, President Roosevelt sald: 
“T was not only completely taken by surprise 
hut was delighted by vour very wondertul offer 
to the people of the United States. This was 
especially so because for many years 1 have 
felt the need for a natiotal gallere of art in 
the Capital. | 

“Your proposal gift does more than furnish 
what yuu call a ‘oucltws, because [ am conh- 
dent that the cullections vou hove teen making 
are of the. first Importance and will place the 
Nation well up in the first rank. Furthermore, 
vour Offer of an adequate building ond an 
endowment fund means permanence in this 
changing wereld.” 

Andrew W. Mellon's gift comprises his 
renowned collection of old masters: one of the 
mint beautiful buildings in the country, now 
nearing completion in Washington ata cost of 
515,000,000, in which the paintings wre to be 
hovsed, and an endowment fun for further 
paequisitions, “The value of the gift to cultural 
development is inestimable. 


Mr. Mellon's “Thowsand-Dollar Folly” 


This important enterprise, now so signifi- 
cunt to the American people, had its modest 
beginning in 1382. Mr. Mellon was then 27 
years old, and his intlnate friend, Henry Clay 
Frick, was 33, ‘They had both been strug- 
pling in the whirl of Pittsburgh's industry, but 
had already attained) the carly omegs on. their 
jong ladiders of success. So they decided to 
tike a vacation trip te Europe. 

Both had o consuming interest in art, ‘They 
visited galleries of Europe, and spent hours 
neniiring masterpicces such as then were mit 
to be seen on this continent.

A Million Dollar Punting 


The most important single ptrrchase 
was that fram the Hermitage Gallery in

One might think that special euards

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picked by experts, highly insured, marked for 
special handling. and then prosaically shipped 
much as any other general cargo, Sinee their 
arrival in America. they have been carefully 
stored, awaiting their public debut in the Na- 
tonal Gallery, 

The Leninernd masterpieces are not so well 
known as those of other European galleries, 
atiel will afford a pleasing surprise when the 
Gallery is open] early in 1941. 

Welaxguex Wielded a Truthful Brosh 


Some of them have interesting stories, Pope 
Tnnecent X, the reigning pontiff at Rome, hud 
been sitting for the artist fer hours ancl finally 
zed upon his new portrait. He frowned aru 
was not at all please. 

“Too true!” he complained. 

For Diego Velazquez, on his second visit to 
[taly, commanded to paint the portrait, hod 
reproduced without flattery the heavy features. 
the littering eves, the severe expression af the 
red-robed pontiff (Plate XV}. 

However, from this original study Velaz- 
cjuez pointes one of the world’s best-known 
portraits, now in the Doria Palace at Rome. 
The study itself, done wbout 1649, the year 
Charles T was beheaded in London, s+ 
journed for vears in Leningrad before it mi- 
erated to Washington. It will hang in the Na- 
tional Gallery—-the foremost example of the 
Spanish School in the Mellon Collectian, 

The Sevillian master became the favorite 
cenrt pmter to Philip TV of Spam. One day 
the King saw a picture done by the yarung-artist 
and at onee wrote an order to an officer of the 
court: “T have informed Diego Velasquez-that 
vou receive him into my senvtice, ta occupy bim- 
eelf in his profession as | shall hereafter com- 
mand: and | have appointed him a monthly 
salary of twenty ducots ,..; sou will pre 
pure the necessary’ commision wocording to the 
form observed with other persons of his pro- 
fession. Given at Madrid on the oth of April, 
le23." 

As-shown in the portrait of Innocent X and 
in the many he did of Philip and the roval 
family, Velazquez was always truthful in his 
portrayal, his brush flattering no more.a prince 
of the purple than « peasant woman in the 
streets of Seville. 

About 1442, when Columbus was still build- 
div forts in Portugal god) looking for a spemsor 
for bis western Lour, Betthoelli painted one of 
his ereatest works, the beloved “Adoration nf 
the Magi:* 

The: “Adormtion” hos followed the foat- 
eteps Of Columbus westward to take its 
place in the National Gallery. [ft is one 
of the mest highhy prised works of art that 


has ever crosacd the Athimtic (page 25). 

Here the Holy Family is shown under an 
arch of 4 ruined temple, surrounded! ly eres 
af kneeling, worshiping figures—a painting 
brilliant in color, moving, beautiful. 

Alessandro Filipepi, known as Botticelli, 
born at Florence in 1444, was. first appre 
ticed to a goldsmith, but soon developed unique 
individuality ms a painter and was called to 
Rome ty the Pope to assist in the decoration 
of the Sistine Chapel. While in Rome he 
painted this “Adoration.” 

When the Medicis were expelled from Flor- 
ence, Botticelli lost his best patron and Tater 
hecame interested in the teachings of Savona- 
rola. The reformer’s tragic death in 1495; 
when he was burned at the stake in the Piazza 
della Signoria and hes ashes thrown into the 
Arno, so deeply affected Botticelli that he 
spent the remainder of his clays in melancholy 
eeclusion, dying in L510. He now ranks as 
one .of the foremost of the Florentine masters 
of the Italian Sehewl. 

Amung the most widely appreciated artists 
the world has produced is Raphael Satizio. 
Born at Urbino in 1483, he lived only 37 
veurs, but the phrase, “ns beautiful os ao 
Raphael Macdonna,” is highest praise, Pope 
Julius TT called Raphael to Rome in 1508 to 
decorate the walls of the Vatican, and the 
Madonnas he painted at that time brought 
hin everlasting fame. 

The celebrated “Sistine Madonna” now 
hangs in the Dresden Gallery in Germany, and 
another, painted about £510, known. as the 
“Maiionna of the House af Alba,” is probally 
the test famius painting in the Mellon Col- 
lection {pages 2- and 50). 

Tt hung over an altar in the village chorch 
of Nocera dei Pagani, near Naples, and was 
later taken to Spain, becoming the possession 
of the Duke of Alba. Subsequently a banker 
in London purchased the picture and in tur 
sold it, in 1846, to Tsar Nicholas [ fier the 
Hermitage Galle ry, 

Another of Raphael's preat works, the “Nic- 
colini-Cowper Madonna" (Plate V), wos in- 
chided in the Mellon gift. 

Art Surgeons Perform on Operation 

Raphael painted the “Alba Madonna” oni a 
panel made of wooden boards, The Hermitage 
experis, possibly fearing that the rigor af Rus- 
sian winters would crack the wood, decided 
Upon a major operation to help preserve this 
art treasure through the ages. They ; performed 
the omaszing task of transferring the inting 
fron wood ta cunwee. ‘This feat has been ac- 
complished by expert restorers of various 
Lines—alsn the transfer of a painting from 
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abd, rotting cloth to new cinvas—tuit it re- 
quires infinite puitience wil technical skill. 

The picture is first taken out of the frame, 
A strong adhesive tissue paper or muslin is 
pasted across the face of the picture to hold 
the paint in place und to prevent any particle 
from being Jost, ‘Then the wooden pane is 
reduced by painstulcinu ening and scraping 
until it has been temov 

The back of tht paint fe next covered with 
G strong mastic sobition. New canvas is (ure 
fully placed thereon ane! slowly ironed er 
pressed) te lie Mat nn stooth, “T ‘hen the tissue 
or mushin is removed from the face, one] the 
masterpiece is wood for a few more centuries! 

Among the treasures from Leningrad ore 
we farnous fulltength portraits. One by 
Rubens of his first wife, Teubella Brant, was 
painted shortly before hier death in 1626 (Plate 
XVIT). The other, of “rabbit-eyerd" Su- 
ganne Fourment, alsister of Rubens’ second 
wile, is attribute! to Van Dvek. 

The Tsabella Brant picture was painted in 
the same studio some five vears after the one 
of Sinanne Fourment, ver both oof these ladies 
wear the same dress af gold and red and the 
anime wold chain aroune the nie ke Boveri thie 
tlavs. apparently, stage “props were ser. 

The Chemistry of Painting 

There = alse the wonderful “Anounclition” 
by Jan van Eyck, who, with his: brother 
Hubert, working in Ghent, founded the Flemish 
School (page 20). Before their diay. artists 
had mixed their colors with water for Treseoes 
of with the volk of eee for thelr paintings on 
cloth or wow. 





One day Jan, using the traditional emp: 


mediuns, finished picture on dowooden panel, 
varnished it, and putit in the sun toad, Tt 
was. a hot shiny an the panel split, whereupon 
Jan determined to experiment with other 
mediums. Using at first ofl of various nuts 
he finally discovered that linseed oil dice 
quicker aol that eolors mixed with it were 
more brillinnt ond easter to ble, 

The Van Evek brothers, therefore, are 
known us the “fathers of oll painting.” The 
“Anmuncation shows all this richness te color 
atid is remarkable for the composition and per- 
‘spective of the architectural background, 

OF the Rembrandts—there are nine in the 
Mellon Collection—the most striking is. the 
brilliant portrait of “A Polish Noblerman” in 
a high fur hit anda furrecl oat, painted in 
O47. dtoonce belonged to Catherine TT, Em- 
press of Russia (Plate RATT). Another, for- 
merle in the Wachtmeister Collection in Swe- 
den, i= the “Portraitot a Young Man,” painted 
in 1662. 
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One of the finest of Rembrandt's many self- 
jpotiraits. dane when he was-53 vears old, ten 
vears before his death at Amaterdam in 16%, 
belonged to the seventh Duke of Bucelewch 
and was obtained In London As one looks 
at this picture, it is-sad to recall that Rem- 
brandi, who reese to fame god riches carly 
in his career, spent his lost veurs i] ond 
lonely, in dire poverty. Tis fortune gone, his 
home sold. hie collecthon of art treasures muc- 
tioned off, he was left bankrapt. 

A tiny picture, no mere than 7 by 9 inches, 
ontlonbtecty will attract much wtteritiette— 
“The Girl with the Red Hat,” by Vermeer: 
The mixtel is supposerl to have been his wife, 
Catherine Bolnes. [t is so powerfully painted, 
with seach striking contrast of light and shadow, 
that the girl stems dlmost life-site, ‘There 
are only about 40 authenticated works by 
Vermeer known today, and three of them are 

in our national collection. 

One of the most charming of all English 
portraits, and, incidentally, ane of the earliest 
purchases made by Mr. Mellon, i Sir Joshua 
Reynolds: rmartriit a Lady Caroline Howard, 
daughter of the fifth Earl of Carlisle. ‘This 
was piinted in L779 when che was only seven 
veurs old, in a white dress with o blue sash. 

Reviolds contemporary and civel in British 
portraiture, Thomas Gainsborough, som of a 
wool manufacturer. became a charter member 
af the Royal Academy. 

His. rmirtrait uf Ars, Richant Sheridan 
(Mote AAVD), popular singer and beauty of 
her «lay, was naintet| about 1785 for her hus- 
hand, the note! dramatist. When frat ex- 
hibited i lacked the lambs, which (esins- 
Horwich later added te give the picture “an 
wir more pasteral than it at present possesses,” 


Landseer Edited o Turner Picture 


A Jorge, beautiful londseape of Mortlake 
Terrace by Turner shows the Thames throigh 
a tow of lime trees bathed in the sunlight of 
a summer evening, The story yoes that Sir 
Edwin Loandseer, viewing the picture with 
Turner in his studia, felt that it needed some 
point of focus in the forevround, He painted 
alittle black dog on paper, pasted it in the 
nile of the picture on the stone wall, and 
Turner allowed the dog to remain, 

The oldest. work in the collection ts by -an 
unknown master of fstanbul, painted sient 
1200. before King John of England had 
granted! the famqus Magna Carta to the 
larons, nearly three centuries before America 
was disouvercd | 

These early Byzantine artists, some of whom 
came to Ttaly to decorate churches, brought 
the tracitiwal, almost Oriental, ideas with 
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there. The fizures are cold nil devoid of any 
expression. The National Gallery picture de- 
picts the Virgin, holding the Child, seated wpon 
an elaborate formal throne, garbed in bright 
teds andl blues, against a glittering backseround 
of eold. The painting looke as if it were fresh 
from the studia today, 

It was carried to Spain, probably by one of 
the Crusaders of yore, where it remained hid- 
den away for years, perhaps centuries, in an 
ald convent at Colaherra, and this explains 
ite excellent state of preservation, 

Coluborra, the venerable Tberian town which 
rested Pompey in 76 B. C. amd still loasts 
nrins of A Roman circus and aqueduct, nor- 
milly ships quantities of Spanish peppers 
every year to the American market. 

In a roundabout way this aleepy Tittle tile- 
roofed tewn in the Province of avamnno also 
provided us with a l2th-century Byzantine 
masterpiece. a 

A rare example in the Mellon Collectivin ts 
the “Nativity” by Duccio, While Giotto was 
working in Florence, Duccio di Buoninsegna 
(active fram 1279 to 1319) was starting» new 
échorl at Siena in the hilly of Tuscany. 

The “Nativity.” flanked ty panele af the 
prophet Isniah and the prophet Ezekiel, wae 
riven tu the Kaiser Friedrich Museum, Berlin, 
itt [SA4, by a resident of Florence. 

A few vears ago, the late Lord Duveen, 
traveling in Germany, was taken il and had 
to leave the train at Dilsseldori. While there 
he met an old friend whe had just been sp- 
pointed to a high position in the Berlin Me- 
sem. The friend tald him that they were 
anaious to obtain more German pictures for 
the nuseuio au] were particularly anxious to 
get a certain Holbein, Lord Diiveen obtained 
the Holbwin and traded it in for the Duweccio, 
which he later sold te Mr. Mellon, 

The very catalogue of the National Gallery 
will be thrilling. Three Raphaels, four Bottt- 
cellis, ten Hellinis, two rare Masaccios, three 
Fra Angeliows, six "Vitlans! Ard not only Ttal- 
ian masters, but ulso Dutch, French, Spanish, 
Flemish, English, and American. 

In the Mellon Collection, alone are some 70 
of the greatest nomes in art—intluding Ru: 
bens; Van bivek, El Greco, Holbein, Rem- 
brandt, Hals, Vermeer, Gainsborough, Tore 
—ahout 120 canvases in all 

Venus Reseved from a Fire 

T have mentioned only the paintings. Of 
sculpture there are 23 pieces representing the 
Renaissance period, largely from the collection 
Of the Late Gustave Dreyius of Paris—works 
of Denitello, Verrocchio, Della Robbin, and 
others, 


Cie of these pieces had o narrow escape: 
The life-size bronze by Sansoving, of Venus 
Anadyomene as she mwe from the sea, made 
nhout 1325 at Plomnee, was carried to Paris 
by Napoleon to enrich his national collection, 
Tt was part of the plunder from northern Ttatly 
after his successful campnizn azuinst Austria. 

Venus rtmained in the Palais Royal and 
wor viven a Government inventory number 
(“O3l6 7 Rw}, which is: stil) stamped upon 
the base of the statue, On May 24, S71, 
the Commune being in power, the pulace was 
set afire by the mob, and Venus was thrown 
out of the window just in time to prevent her 
(lestruction, 

It was during Mr. Mellon's years in Wash- 
ington that he first thought of a national 
eallery —in American Louvre to which his 
and other important collections could be given 
for the American people. 

Cheotce of a Site. and Name 


After a long day in his big, square office in 
the Treasury Department, overlooking the 
White House, this quiet, patient man of .af- 
fairs would enter his car alone and say to the 
chauffeur, “Just drive atound.’’ Motoring in 
the Mall, throngh the parks, around the Capi- 
tol and the Lincoln Memorial, he came to ap- 
preciate every aspect of the long-term program 
for the beautification of the Capital City. 

For a gallery building that should he of 
outstanding architectural beauty and eur 
enuuzh to the Capital to be accessible to visi- 
tors, he favored the site on the Constitution 
Avenue side of the Mall, between Fourth and 
seventh Streets, and that location was alse 
deemed the mast suitable by Congress. 

After retiring from public office o& Ambos- 
salor at Londen, Mr. Mellon traveled in Eu- 
rape inspecting the buildings In which the na- 
tional collections af other great mations are 
hoased. Namerous sketches were considered, 
eminent architects in this and other countries 
were consulted, and fmally the conception of 
his friend of many years, John Russell Pope, 
Wits appre. 

Ar. Mellon them maul one of (he conditions 
af the acceptunce of the gift that “the gallery 
shall not bear my mome, but shall be known 
as the National Gallery of Art, or by such 
uther name as may appropriately identify it 
oso vallery of art of the National Government, 
to which the entire public shall forever hove 
neces, subject only to reasonable regulations 
to be from time to time established,” 

There t= pathes in the thouwht that Mr. 
Mellon himself never saw the whole collection 
together nor the completed building.

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These fountains graced the gardens of the 
Palace of Versailles in France more than 250 
years ogo. They were done in 1672 by order 
of Louis XTV aa part of the decoration for the 

celebrated Theatre d’Eau, One, by Pierre Le 
Gros, represents two winged cherubs phiving 
we a lyre, word the other, by Jean-Buptiste 

Tubi, depicts two similar fyrures at play with 
an irate swan, 

This open-air theater, built for the esthetic 
autisfaction of Louis XIV, was cotisidered one 
of the chief glories of Versailles. However, 
the many fountains throughout the park cot- 
sumed such a vast oniount of water that pri- 
tests came from adjoining districts-which were 
left high and dry by the diversion of streams 
for the displays. 

The King, respecting the protests, passed 
word toone of hic ministers, ao that thereafter 
he arranged to stroll through the warden only 
at a designated hour. As he appeared, the 
walter was turned on, and the moment he 
turned his back jt was cut off, Louis is said 
never to have varied his schedule, nor would he 
turn his head for a second dance alter passing, 

In the two garden courts, benches will be 
provider! where visitors on a tour through the 
extensive galleries may find o restful interlude. 

The roof is. entirely of wire-woven glass to 
afford natural lighting. Ancther layer of glass, 
several feet belaw the roof, forms the ceiling 
of cach gallery room; this laver, the lavlight, 
is and-hlasted to diffuse the light. 

One day a steel worker on the rool cLrvagyp eel 
i hanmer, which broke a pane of glass in the 
laviight and crashed throweh tothe floar, This 
accident set the builders thinking, and as a 
resulta new type of glass was used for the lay- 
lights, twenty times stronger than revular gluse, 
Hf anything hits this shatter-proof glass, it pul. 
verizes and Moats down like anow. 

All the exhibition spaces will he completely 
airconditioned, and museum experts predict 
that centuries-old works of art thus kept in 
uniform temperature and humidity throughout

When asked where a person should study to 
be a painter, Renoir, the great French artist, 
amaze that such on obvious question should 
be put to him, answerer, ° “Why, in the museum, 
af course!”

In Washington, two centuries later, young 
artists will fimd the same opportunities that 
Watteau once enjoyed in Paris. 

Not only did Mr. Mellon request that the 
building should not bear his name, but he dle 
sired) alsy that the paintings given by him 
should mot be segregated as “the Mellon Col- 
lection.” Ale wanted them distributed through 
the Gallery in their appropriate schools. 

It wis his unselfish hope that the National 
Gallery would thuc attract important pifts 
from. other American collectors, willing to 
meter their works of art inte a great instito- 
tion for the American people. 

This hope is being abundantly fulilled even 
before the gallery building hoe been completed, 
While the original collection was being formed, 
another retycent, public-spirited) American wns 
quietly gathering together a truly great cel- 
lection mf works of art devated entirely to the 
Italian schools, 


The Genesis of the Kress Gollection 


On July t2, 1959, it was announced that 
Samuel FL Kress, of New Vork, had given to 
the National Gallery his collection ‘of paint- 
ings and sculpture, acclaimed by experts: as 
one of the finest private collections of Talian 
arl in existence, 

The Kress Collection consists of 474 paint- 
ings and 18 pieces of sculpture. Practically all 
important painters of the Italian School from 
the thirteenth te the eighteenth centuries are 
represented. Appropriate gallery moms are 
now being constructed to hese these works, 


which will be installed before the huileling is 


opened to the public, 

Bor im Cherryville, Pennsylvania, Mr; 
Kress sturted his career at an early ae ws a. 
schoolteacher. Subsequently he founded a 
stationery store in Nanticoke, Pennsylvania, 
thurs laving the foundation for a chain of 240 
Stores now uprated from coast lo cogs, 
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Lihe interested in Dtallan ort, he generously 
provided funds for the resteration of numerous 
historical and artistic monuments in Maly, in- 
Cliding roomas in the famous: Ducal Palace of 
the Gonsugas at Muntun and, more recently, 
for the renowned Mantegna freseoes in that 
eclifime. 

Historic monuments in Ravenna, Spoleto, 
und other places have been restored with funds 
fornisiien by Mr. Kress, and he hos given more 
that 75 fine paintings to museums and colleges 
throughout the United States, He followed 
with interest the building of national gallery 

in Washington and the opportunity it offered 
as id center of culture for the whole country, 

In offering his collection to the Gallery, Mr. 
Kress explained: “Because the Gallery and the 
works of grt which it will contain will be for 
the benefit of all the people of the United 
States and will be accessible to so muamy. citi- 
zens of this and other countries visiting our 
National Capital, it seems most suitable that 
others should contribute to the collection being 
formecl there: and it is my wish, therefore, 
that the works of art which T have acquired 
should becime part of the National Gallery 
collection und be exhibited in the Gallery build- 
ing now being erected in Washington,” 

Rarely has a gift of such magnitude been 
given dhiring the lifetime of the donor, 

President Roosevelt, in his letter of thanks 
to Mr, Kress of July 7, 1939, caid: “Not only 

are the treasures you plan to bestow on the 
Nation mcdiculable in value and in interest, 
but in their bestowal vou are giving an example 
which may well be followed by others of our 
cainitymen, whe have in their stewardship 
art treasures which also happily might firnd a 
home in the National Gallery.” 


A Great Renuissanee Painting 


Perhaps the foremost paititing in the Kress 
Cullection is the celebrated “Adoration of the 
Shepherds,” by Gtorginne, which formerly be- 
longed to Lord Allendale of England (Plate 
VO). ‘Vhis is one-of the most beautiful and 
important paintines in America. It shows the 
sofiness and richness of coloring and the pos- 
toral, Arcadinn beauty that make Giorgione 
a hyure entirely apart in Italian Renaissance 
ri. 

Much of Giorgione’s work has been lost of 
destroyed through the centuries, and barely 4 
score of his paintings are known to exist today. 
In Venice Ginngione and Titian were students 
of Bellini and later formed a sort of partner- 
ship, sometimes painting a picture jointhy- 

The voung artist from Castel france becume 
tnvelved in a controversy that attracted the 
attention of the whole country. 


Verrocchio, also working in Venice, conm- 
pleted a bronze horse for the splendid Colloeni 
Monument, and his admiters proclaimed that 
ulpture was superior to painting because 1 
showed all sides of the figure. Giorgione took 
up the challenge, painted ide figure near 
clear pool with a mirror in the background ani 
a polished corselet at one side, He thus proved 
that all sides of the figure could be “een in a 
painting without the trouble of walking aroun 


it—and won the argument! 


Giotte an Early Naturalist 

Gintto’s majestic “Madonna and Child” was 
formerly in the Henry Goldman Collection 
(Plate 1), Glotte, horn about 1266, was a 
shepherd boy who later laid the foundation: 
for Florentine art. He was the first of the 
Gothic painters to dramatize human figures 
and to depict action. He painted jazzed cliffs, 
barren hills, and trees almost devoid of Jenwes, 
These touches of landscape were tnndvations 
in those early days and he was hailed a8 an 
amzing moaturalist. 

Becoiccho writes in. the Qvtameran: “Giotto 
was such a gentus that there was nothing in 
nature which he could not have represented 
in such a manner that it not only resembled, 
but seemed to be, the thing itself,” 

Also a famous architect, Giotto planned the 
Cathedral at Florente as well a6 its bell tower. 
In the tower, which still exists, he carved the 
first course of stone, depicting arts and indus- 
ries, with his own hand, Few of hix works 
are to be seen outside of Italy. 

Exceptionally well represented in the Riess 
Collection is the work of Giovanni Bellini, 
with eight paintings, Hellini’s father, Jacopo, 
and his brother Gentile were both great art- 
tats, aul hes sister married another jeading 
master, Miuitegna. 

For many years the two brothers helper 
their father do his large historical scenes, but 
Giovannl later became one of the most im- 
portant men in the development of the Vene- 
tian style of painting. 

“St. Jerome Reading,’ dane in 1505, show- 
ine ihe Samt at the entrance to his cave 
in & Tomantic landscape of Venetian hills, is 
uninteresting example af his work (Plate [X). 

Among other outstanding masterpieces are 
the “Madonna anid Child,” by Filippo Lippi, 
which formerly hung in the Kalser Friedrich 
Afuseqin in Berlin (Plate 111). and the Meet. 
ing of St. Anthony and St. Paul,” by Stefano 
di Giovanni, who was known as Syssetia ( Plove 
IT}. 

In this picture the Lincdscape was supposed 
Lo Fe] ta desert, bot Sasetta plowed it 
full of bills, lovely trees, and shining stones: 
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ht was part of an altarpiece dedicated to the 
life of St. Anthony. Other parts are in the 
Lehman Collection, New York, and the Jarwes 
Collection at Yale Univ ersily. 

Mr, Kress hos succeeded in keeping in this 
country many Valuable works of art which 
might utherwise have returned to Europe and 
eens permanently fixed in European jral- 
leries. He acquired practically the entire ool- 
lection of Ttatian paintings belonging to the 
late Henry Goldman of New York, including 
Titinn’s “Lady at 4 Mirror’ ( Plate XVI, nha 
Fartolomen Veneto's “Portrait of a. Gentle- 
min” (puge 27), 

The public has heretofore Krniwn little of 
the magnitude of the Kress Collection and the 
remarkable treasures it contains, 

One of these paintings, “Interior of the Pan- 
theon,” has o pectliocly appropriate place in 
the National Gallery (page 4). Considered 
one Of the finest works ever produced by Cao- 
vanni Panini (1695-1768), it is brilliant in 
perspective, showing lively groups of people in 
the jous rotunda under the wide circular 
dome, He even painted himself inte the pice 
ture a5 a spectator, standing in the central 
foreground in a white waiat and black robe. 


A Gelebrated Dome 


The Pantheon at Rome, where the tomb of 
the immortal Raphael |s lnented, is one of the 
oldest. roofed edifices in the world with walls, 
vaulting, and dome still perfectly presérvert. 
lt was completed by Emperor Hadrian about 
120 ap, Its low, broad deme with a cireular 
opening at the top is of major architectural 
impor tance. 

The shape of this dome is repeated in the 
famous St. Sophia built by Justinian in 332 at 
istanbul. Tt was also used in our Capitol at 
Washington as at first constructed, with Lhe 
low dome ising from a base formed by the 
Senate and Bowe Chambers: Again this 
beutiful dome appears—in 1940 a. p,.—<« 
the Natibnal Gallery of Art in Woshing- 
ton, and is to be used also on the Jefferson 
Menvorial, 

In the Pantheon the rotunda is 142 feet in 
diameter, while the height from floor to oculus 
is the same, this similarity being responsible 
lor the feeling of space attained. Tt was in 
this rotunda under the massive dome in Rome, 
two centuries ago, that Panini placed his easel 
and painted his masterpiece—and the work 
itself new finds iis permanent home under a 
similar dotne in Washington. ed 

On February 72,1940, the National Gallery 
received its third gift—l) celebrated paintings 
hy early American artists, acquired by Mr. 
Mellon in his lifetime and now given to the 


Nation by the ACW, Mellon Eclucational and 


(Charitable Trust, 
Supplementing the other eollections, this 
gift represents the first paintings of the Amer- 


jcan School acquired by the National Gallery, 


including prized portralts by Gilbert Stuurt, 
John Copley, Benjamin West, John Trumbull, 
Chester Harding, Erlward Savage, and Mather 
Brown. 

There are five Gilbert Stuarts, one of them 
the “Portrait of Washington” (Plate AXX) 


which was browght to this coontry from Ire- 


land, where it had been sent by Stuart and 
remained until 17149,

There is also the large portrait group, “The 


Washington Family,” by Savage (page 29). 


George and Murtha Washinuton are shown in 
their homeat Mount Vernon with their adopted 
children, son and daughter of John Custis, who 
wis Mra. Washington's ‘son ly her first hus- 
banel. 

Washington's hand resis upon a plan for the 
“Capital City” which was afterwards-to hear his 
name and along whose main oxis the Natiinal 
Gallery ia now being erected. At the right 
siands Washington's necro servant, Billy Lee. 

This picture, painted against a ‘traditional 
backeround of red draperies woul with o view 
af the Potemac River beyond, accurately por- 
Irnvs the simple divnity af the Washington 
henuseholel. 

Another interesting picture in this Anterican 
group is Benjamin West's portratt al Cry 
Johnson (Plate XXXII), nephew and suc- 
cessor of the famed Sir Willi johnaon, 
beloved champion of the Mohawk tribe anil 
translator of the Book of Common Praver 
into the Mohawk dialect. Standing directly 
hehinel him may be seen his Indian vuidé and 
Sore lary. 

To safeguard the National Gallery from the 
inclusion of inferior examples in its ‘collection, 
the law provides that no work of art shall be 
necepted unless tt be of similar high standard 
te that of the original collection. 

The policy of the Gallery wil) be te include 
in the permanent collection dnly pairitingss. pred 
sculpture which ane representative of artists 
whose merit and importance have been gen- 
erally recognized for more than twenty years 
after their death. 

The law also provides that the Gallery shall 
be properly maintained by Che Government 
and the works of art regularly exhibited to the 
public iree of charge. When the building is 
completed, Uncle Sam will take charge and 
provide for the operation of this new venture.

Ninkassar’s Prau Harbor 


Misty dawn above the horseshoe graves of 
the rich Chinese has a soft, untropical beauty. 
The well-kept lawns surrounding the tomb of 
the oll trader known as “Capitain (chins”’ 
germ like an qasis amid the fishermen's huts 
on stilts. 

Sooner or liter one come: to Alakasear’s 
true show place—the prow harbor (page 34). 

A few steps from big business and the tiny 
shops where Kendari silverworkers fashion 
delicate filigree into silver cobwebs and gold- 
lace lizards with emerald eves is the little 
harbar where are tied up the sailing praus of 
the Makossarans and the Boevinese, men 
whose trocition is the sea, whese platlorm is 
a tossing deck. 

Mantel by bronxe gods ond bulging with 
gunny sacks, these craft suggest the early ships 
which rounded the Cape or plotted a new path 
across the wide Pacific. High sterns are 
painted like circus posters. At outboard rmad- 
ders steersmen sit—outside the hull, so that if 
they go to sleep they Tl fall overboard before 
they can pile wp their craft om some such 
treacherous reef or shoal as nearly wrecked the 
Golden Hind, when dourhty Sir Francis Drake 
passed this way. 

Angular, ugly ships, they hide soft curves 
below the water line. The cluster of their 
glistening masts is a calible of mediocrity. Hut 


let wide the sails of that gaily pointed craft; 

let fall her long and carlike rudders: let her 
ride the waves under the sweep of the south- 
est monsoon: then the Makassar prau, high- 
masted, square-bhowed, and forward-tilted, has 
the grace of a bird, 

When the sun sinks behind Bornes and sea 
bir float like shadows against the blazing 
sky, archipelago life is symbolized by sails. 
scudding in for a tight’s rest at Makassar, 
haven of Malay ships. — | 

Seeing the high-pooped pularis in the pra 
harbor gives one 0 sense of antiquity, for such 
ships carried Columbus across the Atlantic, 
Vasco da Gama around the Cape, and Magel- 
lan’s men around the world, 

A. pajala, tesembling an open Viking boat, 
becomes a pdlari when the upper works are 
added. Portuguese columeers furnished the 
pattern for this prau design, which still resists 
the competition of Australian-style Jambos, 
wthough the latter are faster and require a 
smitllet crew. 

The Makassar sailor's palari is his home at 
sea and his club as well, A prau crew isa 
brotherhomd as well as trading company. Dur- 
ing many hours spent in the praw. harber | 
never saw any distinction between captam and 
crew, Once | howl established friendly telu- 
tions, these sea rovers, descended from pirates, 
showed o heart-warming oordiality and fellow- 
ship. 

Cm August 41, the birthday of Queen Wil- 
helmina, Makassar forgets cimmerce to give 
its undivided attention to the racing praus— 
dugouts as sleek as racing shells ond carry ing 
remarkably large sails. 

Were it not for outriggers—the sopp! has 
one, the Aalolang two—these slender hulls 
would turn. turtle faster than any turtle ever 
turned. But with a stiff breeze ond a trained 
Malay crew riding the outrigger, a soppeé may 
be the fastest duiling craft afloat, 

Ww ith wind ond outrigger on the same-side of 
a-soppé, a skillful helmsman scuds along with 
the single qultigger high aut of the water, 
much ns wartime motorcyclists, leanme far to 
the other side, ijt sidecars over shell holes. 

With 1,300 square feet of bellying sail driv- 
ing a dugout lithe more than a foot wide, and 
with several bronge sailors acting as a omunter- 
balance ten feet out from the hull, a Makassar 
suppé is more like a wild-fying iceboat than a 
stuips.

Not only do these intelligent monkeys work 
high up in treetops, collecting and throwing 
down desired herbarium specimens, but they 
also understiumd certain orders spoken in 
Maiiy. One knows the meanings of 18 
words.

AHF first voyace T made to Greenland 
| was in 1898 with Admiral, then Com- 
mander, Robert E. Peary in. the old 
Windwerd. At that time the “ishund of desoli- 
tion,” as people used to call it, was just a 
jumping-off place for the North Pale; and 1 
hardly expected to see the day when it would 
be unvthing else. 

Since that first visit | have made more than 
30 exploratory trips to Greenland in the Tast 
15 years, taking with me on my schooner 
Efe M. Morrissey lads from the preparatory 
schools and colleges ond gathering data and 
specimens for the Smithsonian Institution and 
other scientific societies, as well as birds and 
animals for zoos, 

I have observed the development of the 
country's resources under the intelligent man- 
agement of Denmark, have séen the Eskimos 


gradually acopting white men's ways of liv-- 


ing, and have learned that the snow’ fields cf

An Island without a Country 


When (sermany entered Denmark, the ques- 
tian arose Whether this “protectorate” extends 


to Denmark's island of Greenland, and, if if 
does, what the effect will be on North 
Americans. 


The: answer, it seen to me, ke found in 
geography. Tf military forces come to (oreen- 
land, they will find a diverse island, beautiful, 
amazing, difficult, icebound : yet o place which 
might very well serve as:a year-rourul base for 
tir operations and in summer for mancuvers 
by sea ane Lanil. 


The distance from the west coast of Green- 
land to Cape Dyer, Canada, is less than 200 
miles, and northern Greenland is only 12 to 14 
miles from Ellesmere Island, It is only 200 
miles as the sea bird flies from Greenland to 
Iceland, and from there 300 miles to the Brit- 
ish ales, £23 to Norway (map, pages 118-9), 

Thus, while Greenland breleneis: to North 
America, it & actually a convenient stepping- 
stane for sirplanes flying to this continent 
from Europe. 

Before | set down my notes of specific voy- 
aves, | wish 1 could put on paper the wonder 
an bafflement I felt when, a 0 newcomer to 
the North, on my origina) Peary expedition, 
T saw the picture of just what Greenland 
comprises, 

First, itis an island, the largest in the world, 
antl one of the most sparsely inhabited. In the 
interior is the yast, forbidding waste of ice 
which has been accumulating in mystery and 
splendor since the beginning of time, or, at 
any rate, since blind Nature in the glacial 
perio set her inscrutable niichinery ty work.

It ia mare than three times as big as Texas. 
But a good four-fifths of its 827,300 aquare 
miles lies mute and frozen beneath the icecap 
which has filled the dead vallevs and made 
them level with the mountain tops, 

All the visible land of Greenland is a sort of 
uncovered hand, stretching about the coast, 4 
to 20 miles wide, but ina few places widening 
(o as much as 112 miles on the west const and 
to 150 or so on the east coast, 

Interior Greenland today is a majestic 
plateau of fee, Over this plateau in the old 
Peary days, we made our sledge journeys 
actass the icecap o full 6,000 feet above the 
level of the sea, What sleds from the sky 
may might there soon T can only conjecture, 

The snow of the Arctic has not changed, 
ner have the ice-locked mountains of Green- 
land; but the changes which have come over 
the Eskimos are profound, 

In the ole] davs Peary compared the Green- 
land Eskimos as he had found them on his 
first trips, with the Eskimea as he left them 
when the preat venture of the North Pole had

The kind of hovse an 
Eskimo builds depends 
almost crtirely on its 
location. In east 
Orecniand, the section 
we stiaiied in 1999, na- 
tive homes are built of 
Canndtan clriftwood, 
Rivers draining down 
Irom the Canndian 
northweet a richly for- 
este! section, bring 
quantities of dnitwood 
Cancing along the tides. 
These rivers empty into 
the Polor Basin and 
their water is carried 
around the north of 
Greeoliand, thence 
down the @ast coast by 
the Arctic current. 

Thus the east Green- 
land Eskimo has plenty 
of lumber for his house, 
though the houses we studied weed only a small 
amount in the coat. 

But only a littl dnitwood travels along the 
currents arcuod Cape Farewell, or up the west 
cost, Consequently, the Smith Sound Eskitno 
builds for hes heuse a stone jerlins, 

The roof is made of Mut stones, with a back 
sope. The howe is about 12 feet wide in 
front.

Household Heat—and Smells 


Certain rather interesting facts turned up as 
the Danish doctors considered the mse of tu- 
bertuloais among the Eskimos. First, the in- 
vestigators & el our old idea that the 
Eskimo by nature is capable of bearing more 
intense cold than white men, If he does so, 
the authorities Goncluded, it is because he 
dresses for the cold ancl eats fat, fuel-chareed 
fools to stand him in stead during his extreset 
winter. 

When this theory seemed to be established, 
however, the contradictory fact was revealed 
that the Eskimo con stand a degree of heat in 
which white men wilt and suffer, 

Nobody can [ully imagine the heat and the 
smells of an Eskimo house quite so realistically 
as the man who has borne the heat and smelled 

the smells, The howses are heated by seal-oil 
lamps. These are rather flat stone vessels, 
with wide moss wicks which, when froperiy 
trimmed, burn the seal oll with a wide, white 
flame. The heat in the house becomes tropic—

school of bottlenose whales, 


A Ent of Rough Weather 

Next day the barometer began dropping fast 
and the wind was strong from the northeast, 
with a heavy sea coming from the southeast. 
The barometer went to 29.44, very Jow for 
this time of the yeur, and the ceiling wis 
alan very low, 

At noon we lowered the mainsail amd jib, 
making them fost, and hoisted the storm 
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Greenland from 1898 to Now 


trvetil, At 3 p.m. we were near ice. There 
was o big swell on the weather edge. As we 
gratlually worked in through the ice, the water 
became smoother, and the wind was goim 
down. among the ice but sod blowing a gale 
outside in ppen water, The The sky was durk 
with heavy, ominous clouds. 

In the fnst-cdiminishing Heht we saw a 
schotmer, two-musted, with « barrel on her 
foremist. When we got close to her, we saw 
that she was loaded with seals, deck to water, 
She lay there as if anchored. Bunting howled! 
seals—the Notwegians cull them “bladder 
nose” —is a profitable industry as carried on 
in normal times by the Norwegian motor- 
thriven. vessels, 

In a_gale among the ice we bost our foresail 
and had to bend a new hemp sail, Neverthe- 
jess, we obtained specimens of howled seals 
for the Sinithsonian.

gp pn alone by Blosseville Coast in a 
mist which the sun was quickly dispelling, 
we saw mountains capped with new-fallen 
anuiw thrusting op through haze, touched with 
blue and purple tints, ‘The colors were 
ZOrReUMIS. 

On July 23, 7 davs from Brigus, we an- 
chored in a ford at Manby Peninsula. Here 
we collected birds and flowers and discovered 
a hot spring:

Marble from similar cliffs on the 
west coast of Greenland bas been usec for 
buildings in Copenhagen. 

Because we found the fjornis were still Ice- 
bound on July 26, we could not get into KRejser 
Franz Josephs Fjord, The ice was chose in to 
Cape Hold with Hope, named by. Henry Hud- 
som; and we went exstward for LO miles, Tet

Flowers and Birds of the North 


Steaming in the sound, we saw musk oxen 
roaming the hills and valleys (page 136). 
Here in this beautiful country, only 1,100 
miles fram the North Pole, flowers bloom and 
We saw barnacle 

and pink-footed geese, plovers, ind! songbirds. 

The slopes: of the mountains were green, 
black, dun, risset, and brown. Newly fallen 
snow capped the mountains and a blue haze 
made a symphony af color.

1 had been wanting te use the otter trawl 
on the Helvica Bank and hoped with the good 
ice conditions that we might be successful, 
The weather changed and became warm anil 
rainy, with poor visibility, 

We passed the Bass Rock close, later catch- 
nw a sight of Shannon Islind. bt began. to 
eet really fogey; but there was no ice, and 
wekeptvotng, ‘The water temperature showed 
around 39 to 40 degrees F. | 

In fog the ‘thermometer is the seeing eve 
and feeler, We watch the readings carefully, 
and when the mercury goes to 35 degrees or 
lower, we knaw that we are getting clase to 
the ice. At such times we haul out until we 
get thermometer readings upto 38 or there- 
about, then cContitiie ao our Course, 

Guided thus, we followed the straight edge 
of ice which parallels the east Greenland coast, 
It was provoking and tantalizing to have fog, 
for we hud hoped to see the land and ice, polar 
bears, birds, seals, ete.
